Bonn, Oct. 12. 

A West German Govern- 
ment spokesman today 
described the French vote 
of confidence on West Ger- 
man rearmament as “very 
satisfactory.” 

He added: “It ls however 
just what we expected.” 

The Social Democrat leader 
Herr Erich Ollenhauer, told 
Reuter he believed the vote 
wus meant only to cmpowcr 
the French Promies, M. Mendes- 
France, “to continue negotia- 
tions,”” 

“It meant no change in the 
view of many who supported 
tim in the vote, including the 
French Socialists, that there 
must be no German national 
army or general staff. 

As such, Herr Ollenhauer be- 
Neved, the motion of confidence 
was no gauge of how the As- 
sembly wll react later to the 
ratifientidn of: the London 
agreements under which West 
Germany ts to have a ndtlonal 
army os part of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organisation. 

Herr Ollenhauer thought the 
French Socialist Party had 
supported the motion langely 
“out of considerations of strictly 
domestic politics, such as entry 
Into the government."”
